DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 19 
March 2008 has been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention 
has features such as "a pair of spaced-apart support pillars formed from a material 
having low thermal conductivity, the cover plate being operatively attached to the 
support pillars so as to be vertically adjustable thereon emission source comprising a 
metal plate" and "an element which is adhered to the metal plate, and which has an 
infrared emissivity that is different from that of the cover plate", which are not disclosed 
or anticipated by references or prior art cited by the examiner.
